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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairty suggest the 
instant invention. The addition of the phrase "having an alkali metal equivalent greater 
than 1 % NaaO equivalent" overcomes the 103 rejections over the Sommer et al 
references as these references teach against an accelerator composition in which the 
alkali metal equivalent is greater than 1% Na20 equivalent. Since the only rejection 
remaining in this application is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection over copending Application No. 10/544,979, the examiner is withdrawing this 
rejection and passing this application to issue as per MPEP 804 LB and MPEP 1490 [R- 
3] V.D as a terminal disclaimer has been filed in the copending application.
